Ir is plain that the old Whigs who have not suc- 
cumbed to the influence of Mr. Bright and his tool, 
Lord John Russell, are more alarmed at the inevita- 
ble results of the Reform Bill than the Conserva- 
tives themselves. Lord Grey, in the House cof Lords, 
desires to know who ‘are these six-pounders to whom 
the guardianship of the Constitation is to be 
entrusted ? Howmany hundred thousands are there 
of them ? What is their general character? Are 
large constituencies so pure that every constituency 
should be enlarged, in order to prevent corruption? 
Why isit that, when wages have risen and the posi- 
tion of the workman has been improved, the quali- 
fication for the franchise alone should be lowered ? 
Why, in proportion as workmen grow rich, are they 
to be overwhelmed by an inundation of the indolent 
and poor ? These are the questions proposed by Lord 
Grey, and upon the answers to them will depend the 
fate of the Reform Bill in the House of Lords. 

Mr. Massey intended to move that the Reform 
Bill should be referred to a select committee. We 
know not what pressure has been brought to bear 
upon Mr. Massey, or whether his motion was not 
merely a ruse to blind or baffle the Opposition, 
draw out astrong and emphatic threat of cán a 
from Lord John. The motion, however, came not 
from a Conservative, but a Whig source, and it is 
plain, from the question of Mr. R. Osborne, that 
considerable anxiety was felt upon the matter by the 
mover's party. The speakers, last night, either 
condemned the whole measure or aceepted smal! 
portions of it. It pleases none and settles nothing, 
while unsettling all things. Mr. Hardy, perhaps, has 
given it its most fitting mame, by styling it “a 
miserable abortion.” 4 

The result of Lord John's Bill, from the state- 
ments of all parties, plainly is, the utter destruction 
of the Whigs as a party. We can hardly bring 
ourselves to believe that Lord John Russell sin- 
cerely desires that. Lord Palmerston's speech against 
Mr. Disracli’s proposal is the strongest proof that 
a year since he would have condemned such a Bill 
as that which is now before the House. But Mr. 
Bright's support was necessary to ensure the over- 
throw of Lord Derby and the elevation of Lord 
John. A compact was made, of which one of the 
parties is not only timid, but ashamed. Yet the 
desire for place still remains, and with it the 
necessity of bribing Mr. Bright. Lord John must 
go through the terms of his engagement. It is a 
matter of bargain and sale—so many steps towards 
democracy, so many votes ; yet the very men who 
are urging on this Bill with such indecent Base are

M‘Robins now appears upon the scene. The children 
were stolen on the 14th of March; on the 19th they 
were detained in defiance of the Queen's writ; and 
on the 22nd they are brought to Dublin by Thomas 
James M‘Robins, the Chairman of the Roman Ca- 
tholic Dormitory, Townsend-street. This, the 
second M‘Robins, gave the children up, as alleged, 


to Catherine Davis and Elinor Blake, the latter 


claiming to be the grandmother of the children. 


This was the state of matters on the 22nd of March. 
Since that date the whole machinery of the law 
has been put in force. Attachments were issued 
against O'Connor and M‘Robins, and on Saturday 
last a further attempt was made to baffle the law by 
an irrelevant return. On that day, five weeks after 
the kidnapping of the children, the mother was still 
looking in vain for their recovery. 

It is painfully true that the Ultramontane party 
in the Romen Catholic Church have determined to 
bid defiance to the law, and to steal the children of 
mixed marriages wherever the surviving parent re- 
fuses to surrender them to the priesthood. Agents 
of this party travel to Galway, agents are to be 
found in Galway, agents bring them back to Dublin 
at some expense, and there agents are found ready 
to take them away and conceal them. There isa 
conspiracy against liberty at work the ramifications 
of which we cannot trace, except by the startling 
effects produced here and there. We know what 
happened on three several dates, and a few of the 
instruments; all the rest is a blank. 

On yesterday morning, similar attempts were 
made to baffle justice; none of the parties appeared, 
either by counsel or solicitor. An absolute attach- 
ment has been issued against all the parties, so that, 
if the children will not be produced at the sitting of 
the court to-day, the guilty persons will be com- 
mitted for contempt. We trust that they will not 
be allowed to escape in the interval, and that, when 
they are imprisoned, they will not be discharged 
until the children are secured. Meantime, surely, 
the detective police might be expected to discover 
the place where they are concealed, unless the 
teachings of the Jesuit Chapel have taught them 
to continue their duty in compliance with {the order 
of the priest. 

From all this, however, it appears that there is an 
organised confederacy among the members of the 
Church of Rome for the abduction of children. 
Protestants are continually appealed to for help. 
Lotteries are instituted to collect money for the 
support of orphanages, probably containing num- 
bers of kidnapped children. If these means fail, 
the children are conveyed to England or Belgium, 
or South America, no one knows where. Within 
a recent period we had the law defied, in the case of 
the O'Malley orphaas the abduction of Mary 
Mathews, by Miss Aylwood, President of St. Brid- 
get's Asylum; and now the stealing of the four 
Sherwoods. Stolen children are re-baptised, so that 
in a brief time their identity is lost. There is no 
knowing where thie will end. It is a matter of 
vital consequenee to the Roman Catholic laity. A 
child entitled to property may be watched and 
stolen; by-and-bye, when the sorrowing parent is 
dead, a claim will de made for the inheritance. II 
a boy, the child is made a monk; if a girl, she be- 
comes a nun; and in either case the result is that the 
church, insatiate and ever craving, obtains the inhe- 
ritance, and if this robbery of pretended Roman 
Catholic children be tolerated, then l’rotestant children 
will be stolen. Anything to fill up the thinned ranks 
of Romanism, and at the same time to found a claim 
upon public charity. We know, of a certainty, that 
there are amongst us holy childstealers, who are 
careless of human feeling, and who look only to the 
one object---obedience to the cruel orders of a tyran- 
nical and heartless clergy. The law is altogether 
too slow as it stands at present. The man who steals 
a watch or a piece of money is at once placed in con- 
finement, and summarily convicted. Why should not 
the unfeeliag wretches who steal children be in- 
stantly imprisoned, without an opportunity of escape? 
If it be proved that the children were taken by them 
and seen in their possession, why should they be 
allowed a moment's enjoyment of that liberty which 
they have endeavoured to destroy? Childstealing 
in this sense should be made felony, and it is nota 
tedious process of law that should be required, but 
instant imprisonment and summary trial of every 
wretch proved to be engaged in such iniquitous 
transactions.

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Earl COWLEY, in a loud tone, gave a draught sum- 
mary of the diplomatic proceedings in ara Savoy 
during the past year. It was in March, 1859, he first 
heard ofthe terms of the treaty upon which Sardinia, 
under cettain contingencies, agreed to cede Savoy 
to France. In July, without waiting for instruc- 
tiens, he entered into communication with Count 
Walewski on the subject, when he was told that dis- 
cussions certainly had taken place as to the cession of 
Savoy. On 12th July he received his instructions, to 
which he haa at all times carefully conformed. At sub- 
sequent petiods, in August and — he was told 
dy Count Walewski privately, and without any officiat 
authority, as a firm conviction that the cession of the 
Dachies to Sardinia would be followed by a demand oi 
Savoy on the part of France. Though this was a pri- 
vate communication, he deemed it necessary to make it 
known to his Government, but this could not be done 
officiadly, If he had done so, it would have involved upon 
the Government premature discussion, and he would 
have violated his own position. Again, he 
could not believe at that time Sardinia would 
consent to give up her ancient possessions of Savoy. 
The conduct of Sardinia astonished him far more 
than that of France. He admitted it was 
irregular to refer to private communications in public 
despatches, but in this instance such a proceeding was 
justifiable by the emergency. On his return to Paris 
after an absence, he found the cession of Savoy in 
everyone’s mouth, and he felt obliged to ask an ex- 
planation from M. Thouvenel. From him he received 
for some time no information, and it was not till the 
loth of February last, that he was officially informed 
of the intention of the French Government to annex 
Savoy. Upon this he could not make areport to his 
Government without reference to his previous private 
communications. Nothing had been concealed, no infor- 
mation had been withheld, and in what he had done 
he had only desired to act for the best interests of the

SERIOUS FIRE. 

A fire of a very serious nature broke out 7 ó 
at the Grangegorman Penitentiary. At about 3 o'clock, 
the drying-lofts attached to the building were disco- 
vered by the laundry matron, Miss Moran, to be in 
flames, and she immediately gave intimation to Mr. 
Synott, the governor, who happened to be on the pre- 
mises at the time. The small prison engine was at once 
taken out, and set to work with much activity upon the 
burning lofts, the female risoners rendering 
the most energetic assistance, 2 the two sons 
of Mr. 2 A messenger was despatched to 
Bridewell-lane police station, from whence a constable 
was sent for the purpose of giving notice to the different 
fire-engine offices. Soon after the engines arrived in 
the following order :—St. Paul's, 4 p.m.; Police, 4-15 ; 
National, 4-25; West ot England aud Corporation, 4-30; 
Globe, 5-10; St. Mary's, 5-15. Mr. Crofton, superin- 
tendant of the pipe-water department, with Inspector 
Boyle and the Fire Brigade, and ten watering carts, 
arrived shortly after 40 clock. The fire continued to 
burn for about two hours and a half, and it was extin- 
guished principally by the engine belonging to the prison, 
assisted by those of the Police and St. Paul's. Owing 
to the great scarcity of water from the canal, which is 
much below the level of the prixon, the Corporation 
carts had to be employed in conveying it from trat 
source. The large cistern which is in process of erec- 
tion at the rear of the building, and is intended to con- 
tain 16,000 gallons of water, could not, of course, from 
its incomplete condition, be made available, but, 
should a like fatality occur again, its existence 
upon the premises will be found of invaluable 
advantage. The fire was fortunately prevented from 
an extension to other parts of the establishment, by the 
cutting away ofall communication between them and the 
lofts, which the workmen dexterously effected by break- 
ing down the roof without the least delay. The entire 
of the drying lofts, with the roof, flooring, doors, and 
machinery for drying purposes, were, however, unhap- 
pily totally destroyed, together with about £20 worth 
of blankets and sheets, belonging to the Royal Bar- 
racks, and which were laid out to dry after having been 
washed in the institution. The origin of the fire is not 
positively known, but it is supposed it arose from some 
ol the clothes falling on the metal pipes, which were, 
probably, over-heated. The damage done is estimated 
at 4320, which is covered by insurance. The Lord 
Mayor arrived at half-past 4 o'clock, and directed that 
the Police and Corporation engines should remain on the 
ground during the night.

a picture may tell a history. The painter has but a moment 
to exhibit a character, or te narrate the story of a life. 
How wonderful the touch of that pencil which ean seize the 
opportunity and give it truly ! That artist must, indeed, have 
transcendent talents who can faithfully describe, aot merely 
the face and figure, but the emotions which disturb and agi- 
tate the human soul. Here is the portrait of a young girl. pre- 
senting the strongest combination of beauty, grief, sufferiog, 
resignation, innocence, with extreme sensibility and tender- 
ness; yet, at the same time, pervaded by an intellectual ex- 
pression, the representation of a firm and resolute character. 
The difference between the inhabitants of Rome and the 
Neapolitans is so strongly marked “that it is dis- 
cult to believe them to belong to the same country ;” 
and the chapter on the “Attractions of Reme” contrasts 
very favourably the description of Naples and its inhabitants. 
Whilst examining, with other travellers, the treasures of art 
contained in the galleries of Rome and Florence, our author 
does not omit visiting the various institutions in both cities 
for the relief of human misery, of which we have no detailed 
account previous to that of Mr. Whiteside. The Roman 
Cathelie religion, he states, is extremely favourable to the 
outward exhibition of charity, and strongly inculeates the 
virtue of benevolence—a strange anomaly, when we consider 
the spirit of intolerance and anti-charity which pervades 
ite dogmas with respect to freedom of religious belief. 
A young Neapolitan nobleman, while frankly admitting to 
the author the intolerance of his country on matters of faith, 
added, that be firmly believed the Roman Catholic religion 
to be the best’ but that, if he did change his faith, he should 
not only lose his salvation and property, but should, of ne- 
cessity, fly the country.” Even when death has occurred 
(which, in most human affairs, softens the rigour of a harsh 
judgment) we find this spirit displaying itself. “ The lady of 
a dignitary of the Church of England died during my resi- 
dence at Rome. Her husband wrote an inscription, intended 
for ber tomb, in which he introduced words referring to the 
hope of the deceased in the resurrection through Christ. 
The epitaph was submitted to the ecclesiastical eensor for bis 
approval, who returned the inscription, after expunging 
this portion of the epitaph, on the ground that if 
contradicted the fundamental doctrines of the Church in 


asserting that an adult out of the pale of that Church could | 


be saved.” With the truthfulness which characterises the 
rest of his book, our author does not omit a high tribute to 
the seal, self-denial, and activity of the Jesuite, whose col- 
lege at Rome was visited by him ; but we cannot subscribe 
to his sentiments when he states the impossibility of doubt- 


ing the sincerity of those men, who frequently sacrifice life 


and happiness in their devotion to religion. Surely it must 


be hypocrisy which, to extend the doctrines of their Church, 
induces men to practice deception, in ordgr te impose on the 
less educated and the superstitious? With a noble aim, and 
by employing more worthy means, the order, discipline, 


ready obedience, and upwavering zeal of the Jesuits, 


should excite our warmest admiration; bat, as at 


present constituted, we can only regret that men, in 
their blind devetion to the interests of the Propaganda, 


should o¢erlook the means employed for the attainment of 
their purpose. How different the teaching of St. Paul, “ Not 


to do evil that good may come.” Iwo causes are stated by 
Mr. Whiteside to bave produced the decay of art in Italy, 
which, in former ages, was the cradle of painting, sculpture, 
and architecture of a peculiar kind.
